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The Daily Life of Pope Tins tJie 
Ninth. 



Pius tbo ninth, like the greater 
number of Ecclesiastics, is an early 
riser. At an hour when all in Rome 
are still asleep lights are already seen 
behind the high windows of the Vati- 
can. It is half past live. The Pope's 
bedroom door suddenly opens and his 
Holiness appears. 'Baon gioruo" says 
tho Pope, in a clear, distinct, voice, 
to his aged valet do chauibro, Bignor 
Zangoliui, who is dressed in a violet 
colored robo, and who occupies his 
leisure moments in disposing of un- 
heard of quantities of snuff. Signer 
Zangolini thou enters the Pope's room, 
shaves liim, dresses him. and leaves 
him in bis privacy till 7 a. m. 

At 7 a. m. tho Pope repairs to his 
cbapel, where ho celebrates and also 
hears mass. It is at this morning 
mass where he administers the sacra- 
ment to foreigners of distinction visit- 
ing Rome. It is considered a every 
high honor to receive tho sacrament 
from tho hands of his Holiness; 
but in order to partake of this privil- 
ege one must be up and stirring by 
fine in tho morning. 

Every person in the Yatician must 
bo present at tho celebration of the 
two masses— Domestics, Swiss Guards, 
Palatine Guards, &c. 

Service being concluded, Pius IX. 
passes into tho refectory where already 
smoking on the table stands a ^.tureen 
of soup in which are seen flaoting tho 
the fine pates of Genoa. Tho Pope 
qualifies the soup with a glass of Or- 
vioto wine, eats four or five moistened 
biscuits, and, now it is almost nine 
o'clock, lio passes into his business room. 
Ho is stated at his table— before him 
is the crucifix and the imago of the 
Holy Virgin, Cardinal Antonelli, ex- 
hausted and shattered by his long ill- 
ness, but in whoso eyes that singular 
brightness cannot be quenched, sets 
himself opposite his sovereign. 

He wears the court dress of the Vat- 
ican, a soutan, a black tight-fitting 
robe, fringed with red, with Bmall red 
buttons, and a red silk cloak. The 
Cardinal discusses with his Holiness 
grave questions of State policy, exhi- 
bits to him the despatches that havo 
arrived tho previous evening, and tukes 
his departure. 

The functionary who is next usher- 
ed into the Pope's business room is a 
layman, Signor Giacomo Spagna, Pro- 
tect of tho Apostolical Palace, whoso 
functions among others consists in the 
management of tho sums derived from 
tho penny of St. Peter. These funds 
amount yearly to twenty million francs 
(f4,900,000). A portion is absorbed 
by tho numerous attendants, servitors, 
guards, gonsdarms, who live in the 
Vatican, by pensions and tho expenses 
of tho Nuncios at foreign courts. The 
rest is capitalized, and it is said that 
the day will soon como when tho Vat- 
ican will possess a revenue equal to 
tho sum which the Kalian Government 
places at its disposal, three million 
francs ($600,000); but which the Popo 
bashithorto refused to accept. 

Then comes the hour for tho arrival 
of tho post. Pius IX opens some let- 
ters, then hastily makes himself ac- 
quainted with the contents of the 
newspapers. 

The hour for reception sounds, the 
solemn time when the Pope grants 
. audience. Tho Hall of tho Countess 
Mathilda is filled with ladies, mostly 
foreign, in tbo strict attire required at 
the Vatican, a black silk dress, the 
head covered with a black veil, and 
no jewelry. Gentlemen must be in 
strict evoning costume, and a white 
cravat. 

A noise is heard of tho tramp of 
arnica men. The Swiss Guards line 
IhVhall, then enters a long array of 
prelates arid other dignitaries of tho 
Church, last of all tho Pope. 

These audioncus are often marked 
by very touching incidents. 

Tho audience is over. It is now 12 
o'clock. Tho Pope walks in his gar- 
dens accompanied by five or six Car- 
dinals and other familiars of tho Pa- 
lace. It is during this promenade that 
tho Popo hears all that takes place in 
tho city. Nothing of tho least impor- 
tance is concoalod from him. Ho is 
made aware of all the doings and say- 
ings of tho inhabitants. 

Two hours aro thus passed. Ho is 
then reconducted to his private apart- 
ment and tho Cardinals and others 
tako their leavo. 

Dinner is served. Do you wwh to 
jmo*|what it consists of^ Thereia sel- 



dom any chango and I will take it up- 
on myself to inform you. 

Tho repast which is invariably tho 
same except on fasting days, consists 
of soup, something boiled, a sido dish 
and some vogotablos. Ordinarily the 
Pope contents himself with soup, some 
vegetables and somo fruit, without 
touching tho romaindor. Pius IX 
dines alone and with tho appetito of a 
man whose lifo is well regulated. 

Dinner over, it istimo for tho siesta. 
This lasts about an hour. Towards 4 
p. m. tho Popo goes to tho library, ac- 
companied on theso occasions by his 
particular friends. Amongst these 
since the death of Duke Massims who 
was never absent from the Popo the 
most important is tho Arohre ologist 
Visconti, not, loss famous for bis wit 
and repartee than for his learned il- 
lustrations of the ancient monuments. 
On his way to tho library the Popo 
blesses tho mountain of rosaries, chap- 
lets, crosses and scapularies, which 
every day aro sent from Homo to tho 
fiveparts of tho globe. 

Those accompanying the Pope to tho 
library, do their utmost to divert and 
interest their master, who is always of 
an easy accomodating tomper. The 
Popo enjoys -an epigram especially if 
it is neatly turned in verse, and he is 
not tho last to add tho spur of his wit 
to those satirical hits launched at the 
head of thoso oppressors the Pied- 
Uionteso and other barbarians. "When 
he has dismissed his attendants the 
Popo returns again to work. He occu- 
pies himself now with religious affairs 
with tho secretaries of tho congrega- 
tion of Briefs. 

The day at last comes to an end. It 
is now 8 o'clock; the hour for supper 
has como, his supper is like that of an 
Anchorite, a little bouillon, a couple 
of boiled potatoes, water and a little 
fruit. 

The Pope, however, does not yet go 
to bed. Ho is closeted with a prelate 
in his private library. If he has a 
discourse to deliver, an occupation to 
which ho dovotes himself very willing- 
ly, for tho Popo is an excellent orator, 
he causes the Gospel of the day to be 
read to him, and picks out the passage 
which is to bo the subject of his text, 
and immediately improvises an allocu- 
tion, the groundwork of the discourse 
to be delivered. If he has nothing 
particular on hand, tho prelate who is 
with him seeks a book in the library 
and begins to road. Tho Holy Father 
soon discovers that sloep is gathering 
on him. Tho prelate stops reading 
and kneels — Holy Father, your bene- 
diction. Tho Popo lifts his hand, pro- 
nounces the benediction. It is now 
ton o'clock. 

A quarter of an hour later, with tho 
exception of thoso prolatos who have 
vigils to perform, all is asleep in the 
Vatican. In tho corridors no one is 
to bo seen but the Swiss guard, habit- 
ed as usual in his medioval costume 
and a Remington Rifle on the shoul- 
der. 

Outsido tho wind whistles through 
the immense porticos of tho square of 
St. Poter, and tbo cold night wind 
flutters the green plumes in the hat of 
tho Bersaglieri sentry watching from 
afar tho entrance to tho Vatican.

Its Moral Aspect.

the betrayer or violator of confidential 
communications, written or oral, uhb 
always been regarded with a feeling of 
loathing and contempt. Iu former 
dayB the man who broke a sealed 
package was deemed as groat a male- 
factor as the man wbo hnd robbed a 
mail, and sufferod side by side with 
him at Tyburn. In the present day, 
under English law.the punishment for 
both crimes has been roduced to con- 
finement for a long term; and sneaks 
and spies who dip into private corres- 
pondence to advance political or per- 
sonal ends are, if anything, puni B hod 
with greater severity than the man 
who rules a mail-bag for a pecun- 
iary consideration. 

A fow days ago the public were 
startled by the appearance of what 
purported to be o private letter iu tha or- 
gan of the Canadian Tories in this 
city. The letter was addressed to cer- 
tain of the electors of Kootenay dis- 
trict, and boro the signature of Mr. A. 
W. Vowell. By the date of the letter 
(27th of May) it was plain that the 
document could not have reached the 
parties to whom it was addressed and 
returned to Victoria in time for publi- 
cation before the first of August, not- 
withstanding which physical inability, 
it appeared iu the organ within two 
weeks after it was written. From this 
fact doubt was expressed as to the au- 
thenticity of the letter, whereupon the 
organ used the following language: 

"That Mr. Vowoll wrote the letter ia 
admitted by all bis friends who havo pe- 
rused it, and we inform our citizens that it 
is open for the inspection of all who care to 
read it in the original." 

Had the Standard contonted itself by 
saying that the letter was genuine, and 
left thoao who disputed its authentici- 
ty to fnd out the truth of the matter 
for themselves so long as a doubt re- 
. mained, little could have been said in 
condemnation of its course. But we 
find it, not content with publishing a 
private letter, without authority from the 
party by whom it was written or from 
the parties to whom it was addressed, 
offering it for the "inspection" of 
the public. Whoever might wish to 
eee it is invited to visit the Standard 
office and "inspect." No explana- 
tion is offered as to how the let- 
ter roaehed the hands of the edit- 
or before it reached Mr. Vowell's con- 
stituents. Tbo simple, bald fact is stat- 
ed, We have tho letter, and if any one 
doubts its genuineness he ia at liberty to 
inspect it for himself. Oh! the highopin- 
ion tho writer mii3t have entertained of 
the moral tone of this community. How 
cunningly he must havo imagined that he 
WUB ganging the popular mind when he 
offerod to produce tho letter! "Confirma- 
tion strong as Holy Writ— the letter it- 
pelf," he cries. "Holallyo -who doubt, 
prepare to road." Head what? A letter 
said to havo been written by a gontloman 
to friends iu a distant part of tho Pro- 
vince is lost or stolen before it has started 
on its way. It is a private communication, 
marked "CONFIDENTIAL," placed in 
an ouvolope and sealed. It is then en- 
trusted to a messenger to carry to the 
post-office or its destination; is dropped 
on tho way to the post, or ia picked from 
the messenger's pocket; tho handwriting 
being recognized ae Mr. Vowell's tho seal 
ia broken, tho letter read and published, 
in tho vain hopo that it will influonco an 
election shortly to bo held in Kootenay 
District. This is tho long and tho short 
of the whole story. "Any port in a 
storm." "Anything to beat the Govern- 
ment," would seem to bo the motto of our 
contemporary. Perish honor, perish 
principle, perish the public morals, if tho 
opposition can but carry Kootenay. Hut 
it occurs to us to ask what man's privato 
correspondence is siifo from violation if 
this code of morals is permitted to pro 
vail. 

Inaprecodingarticlo wohave pointed out 
that Kootenay hod Beveral well ground- 
ed grievances against tho Walkcm Gov- 
ernment, the chief of which was that tho 
district had been denied a magistrate and 
gold commissioner. Hituated,as Kootenay 
is, on tho borders of American torritory, 
where tho citizens of both nations havo 
important interests; with Indian tribes in 
a stato of chronic unrest; and with an in- 
ternational difficulty likely to arise at any 
moment, it is of tho greatest importance 
that thero should bo located there a gen- 
tleman clothed with authority to hear and 
detormino the cases that frequently arise 
which tho law does not confer on 
Justices' of tho Peace tho power to adjudi- 
cate upon. This matter was frequently 
urgod on Mr. Walkem by letter and \>y 
personal representations from tho former 
members, and wo beliovo that on four 
several occasions Mr. Walkem pled god 
his Government to create Mr. Booth a 
Gold Commissioner and Magistrate. We 
understand, also, that Mr. Booth accepted 
the position only undor pledge of Mr. 
Walkem that upon the occurrence of the 
first vacancy ho should bo promoted. 
Three magisterial vacancies occurred af- 
ter those pledges wore made: Mr. Kulli- 
van and Mr. Fitzgerald died, and Mr. 
Vowell resigned; but Mr. Walkem re- 
mained iu office leaving his pledges to 
Mr. Booth unfulfilled. Mr. Elliott on 
coming into power found in tho office a 
memorandum of numerous representations 
from Kootonay on tho subjoct of tho ap- 
pointment of a resident Mae iutrftle i »to. 



Ho saw at a glanoo tho necessity and jus- 
tieo of complying with tho pray or.and took 
counsol with tho sitting members for the 
district. Mr. Vowell, a Government sup- 
porter, advocatod tho appointment of an 
Assistant Gold Commissioner. Mr. Gal- 
lagher, an Independent member, advanc 
od arguments to show that thoro should 
boa full Gold Commissioner appointed, 
and tho Government accepted his recom- 
mendation and appointed Mr. Booth. 
Now, one point sought to bo conveyed by 
the publication of the letter attributed to 
Mr. Vowoll is that Mr. Gallagher's re- 
commendation was "ignored," and that of 
the alleged writer adoptod; when tho fact 
is that it was Mr. Vowoll whoso recom- 
mendation was "ignored." Onolher point 
is that tho promotion of Mr. Booth was 
made for the purpose of securing tho re- 
turn of Mr. Galbiaith. A Government 
with a majority of seven iu a Honso of 
twenty-five, beyond the natural desire of 
all good citizens to see tho district well re- 
presented, need not put forth any extraor- 
dinary efforts to win an election. Cer- 
tainly they do not requiro — supposing 
them capablo of such meanness— to resort 
to doubledealing and bad faith to carry 
Kootonay, which is tho loast likely of any 
district iu tho Province to return a mem- 
ber opposed to a Government that has just 
done them an nssentinl servico and per- 
formed nn act of simple justice; towards a 
tried and worthy public officer. We take 
leave of the subject, fooling the fullest 
conlidonco that the people of Kootonay 
will sot tho seal of thoir condemnation on 
forgery or theft by returning a gentleman 
to roprosent them on tho floor of tho 
Houso who will givo Mr. Elliott's Gov- 
ornuieut an Independent support.

Shooting Affray at Granville. 

Oq tho rotnm of tho steamer Cariboo-Fly 
from Granvillo, on Sunday uft< ruoon.news 
■was quickly ciroulated that a shooting 
affray occurred tit that place last Saturday 
evening which, it is foiirtnl, will be at- 
tended with fatal results. From tho somo- 
what iacomploto information (fathered it 
appears that a man named Juan liaptisto 
Jomoro, who was formerly a partner in 
tho Omineoa Saloon, Government street, 
in this city, left hero to attend the Gran- 
ville regatta, and amongst other places he 
visitod was tho storo of ono Joseph Fer- 
nandez, with whom he has previously had 
pocuniary difficulties— ForDanlez being 
indebted to Jomoro. Jemoro'a particular 
business however seems to have been to 
collect a bill for soinu fruit shipped by 
a merchant of this city to Fernandez. 
Jomoro presented tho bill and an alterca- 
tion rolativo to his personal claim against 
Fernandez would seem to have ari en. The 
result of the wordy transaction was that 
Fornandoz consented to pay the account 
for the fruit and turned to his till appar- 
ently with tho intention of couating out 
tho necessary money. Jemore not sus- 
pecting Fernandez of treachery turned 
his back to him, but the latter instead of 
taking tho money from tho 'ill took a re- 
volver from tho drawer and, Jemore 
states, deliberately shot him. As soou as 
the shooting becauie known Fernandez was 
arrested by constable Miller, and medical 
aid (Dr. Mclnnes) was procured for tho 
wounded man from Now Westminster 
city. After an examination had been held 
it was found that Jemoro had been shot 
about an inch and a half to tho loft of the 
spine and that tho ballet had probably 
penetrated tho left lung and passed into 
his intostinos. But faint hopes arc enter- 
tained of the wounded man's recovery and 
although not dead when tho steamer loft 
Granvillo he was apparently sinking 
rapidly. The Btatomont ho made of tho 
oocurronco is in substance tho same as 
above. Fornaudez denies tho shooting 
entirely. 

f jsrriblk Occurrence. — The Oregonlan 
relates a shocking accident that occurred 
at Portland on Friday e.oniiig last about 
5 o'clock. Thomas Neal and Mike O'Day 
woro engaged in cleaning out a water- 
closet at St. Helen's Hall. They dug a 
pit 4 feet by 20 and tapped the closet, 
when they wero suffocated by tho deadly 
carbonic acid gas and fell from a ladder 
into tho filth. Young Rodney MorriH, 
eldest son of Bishop Morris, ran to tho 
Boone and attemptod to rescue the unfor- 
tunate men by lowering himself into tho 
pit. He was overcome by tho gas, how- 
over, and sank to tho bottom and tho 
three men wore smothered before grap- 
pling hooks could bo procured. O'Day 
leaves a family. Neal was unmarried. 
Young Morris was aged about 18. I If 
waH a bright, intelligent boy, possessed 
of many noblo qualities of heart and 
mind. Tho memory of tho frank and 
opon-hearted lad who lost his life in a he- 
roic attempt to save the two men, will 
long bo cherished by his bereaved family, 
school mates and friends. Tho earnest 
sympathy of the whole community is ex- 
tended to thoso who have lost a husband, 
father, son and brother by this shocking 
accident.

To-day is tho fourth of July ond tho 
one-hundredth anniversary of the declara- 
tion of independence of tho United States, 
in every portion of which,— city, town 
and country — the nativity of tho Great 
Republic will be commemorated in fitting 
manner. "The fourth" is always a great 
holiday amongst our American cousins 
but tho Centennial fourth will provo tho 
greatest of all. Mass gatherings, patriotic 
orations, jubilees, regattas, rouuious, con- 
certs, horso races, picnics, athletic sports, 
excursions and an endloss category of simi- 
lar festivities will mark tho anniversary. 
On a great portion of British soil too tho 
day will bo observed with due respect, 
and England's friendship with tho States 
will bo still moro closely comoutod by tho 
intermingling of tho people of both na- 
tions wherever they may be resident to- 
gether. In our own city tho banks, pub 
lie offices and many places of business will 
be closed at noon, and Victorians general- 
ly will commit themselves to pleasure, thus 
showing our neighbors across tho water 
and on the other side of the boundary lino 
that Britishers are not unmindful of the 
prosperity of Amorican institutions nor 
of tho happiness of the peoplo of the 
States. Contrary to tho prognostica- 
tions of tho first statesmen of the day 
the Republic has weathered tho tiorcest 
Htorms of internal commotion, and may 
be said to have attained its majority 
among nations. The thirteen States have 
increased to thirty-five, and tho popula- 
tion which was barely 3,000,000 when tho 
States threw off tho sovereignty of Great 
Britain now numbers 40,000,000. Tho 
growth and prosperity of the Republic 
in a single century havo been unexam- 
pled, and in no part of tho world will the 
100th anniversary be hailed with moro 
satisfaction than in Great Britain. L>rit- 
ish statusmeu and pooplo acknowledge 
that a grave blunder was perpetrated when 
an attempt was made to force odious tuxes 
on the Americans, and tho ill-feeling that 
was engendered by tho struggle has lung 
since disappeared.

Tho Salaries of Governors. 

Now York pays to its Govornor an an- 
nual salary of $10,000, which is the high- 
est paid in the union. Louisiana pays 
88,000, California, 87,000, Novada.8G.000, 
Eight States liontucky, Pennsylvania, 
Texas, Virginia and Wisconsin— pay $5,- 
000, Maryland., 84,505. Three States Ala- 
bama, Georeriaand Ohio— ??4, 000. Arkan- 
sas, South Carolina and Florida pay each 
83.G00. Kansas, Indiana, Minnesota, Mis- 
sissippi, Now Jersey and Tennessee imp- 
each 83,000, Illinois, Iowa and Maine pay 
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Connecticut 82,000, Oregon 81,500, DeU- 
waro 81,300, and Michigan, Nebraska, 
Now Hampshire, Rhode Island pay their 
Governors respectively a salary of just 
SI, 000. The Governor's of tho Territories 
are paid by the General Government, and 
each gets an annual salary of 811,000 — 
$500 more than the Governors of Illinois 
or Iowa got, twice as much as Oregon's 
Governor, and three times that of Michi- 
gan's. 

Moral: Be a Farmer. — An investiga- 
tion led to the following striking lesult: 
Of every 1,000 graders but soven acquired 
wealth. From such sad results farmers 
aro comparatively exompt. Of 112 bank- 
rupts who took the benefit of tho Bank- 
rupt law in Massachusetts ouly fourteen 
wore farmers; and of I!, 550 in Now York 
only forty-six woro farmer;. Less than 
two per cent, of the bankrupts belonged 
to the agricultural population twenty-five 
years ago, though that population so 
largely exceeded that of all other voca- 
tions. How is it at tins epoch of our 
country's history.— Boston Cultivator. 

The Extradition Treaty.— In a mes- 
sage, to Congress on tho Extradition Trea- 
ty, President Grant says; "Should the at- 
titude of t lie British Governmont remain 
unchanged, 1 shall not without an ex- 
pression of the wish of Congress that I 
should do so, tako any action either in 
making or granting a requisition for tho 
surrender of fugitive ei imiuuls under the 
Treaty of 1842."

Monday, July 3, 187G. 

J. B. Lewis was charged with being a 
vagrant. 

The Inspector of Pohco statod that ho 
had received several complaiuts against 
tho defendant, who is a married man 
•with two children. Tho defendant refus- 
ed and had neglected to contribute to- 
wards tho support of bis family. Ho (the 
Inspector) knew for a fact that bis chil- 
dren, almost infants, wero compelled to 
bog for their bread whilst the defendant, 
who is a teamster, employed by Mr. J. 
W. Williams, earning 830 per mouth and 
his board, paid the house rent for three 
prostitutes. 

The defendant said ho was willing to 
take charge of one or perhaps both of tho 
children. 

Tho Inspector— But did you not pro- 
mise to do something towards maintain- 
ing your wife and instead of doing so 
spent your money as 1 havo stated? 

Tho" defendant's wife sworn deposed 
that sho had boon in tho town for threo 
mouths; that her husband lived with her 
for about a month of that period, and 
then deserted her; that since then she 
had only received §2 from him towards 
the maintenance of herself and little 
one.i, and that as ho had refused to do 
anything for her, she had been compelled 
to seek assistance from tho Benevolent 
Society and several charitably disposed 
persons. Sho had also been given to un- 
derstand that ho spent his earnings on im- 
proper women. 

His Honor addressing the prisoner told 
him that this was only one of many cruel 
eas-es of desertion which had taken place 
in the city; that ho was liable to punish- 
ment under the Vagrancy Act, but that 
as he -tho nngistrat: — did not think it 
would beuottt tho defendant's wife and 
children to send him to jui!, he would re- 
mand the case for a fortnight, by which 
time he hoped that the defendant would 
be able t o give a better account of him- 
self. It was at least his duty to pay 815 
per month towards tho support of his 
family. 

The defendant— -I'll do it, your honor. 

L. Cantergood charged with creating 
a broach of the peace, was ordered to find 
security in tho sum of S50 to bo of good 
behav ior for two months and was cau- 
tioned as to his future conduct. 

Two drunk anil disorderly Indians wero 
dealt with summarily.

DELAYED DISPATC^S. 

EUROPE. 
London, Juno 29. — Private tele- 
EfruniH havo reached Loudon stating 
that Servia had definitely resolved on 
hostilities, and that a declaration of 
war has boon, or is to bo immediately 
pushed. 

A speciul from Vienna to tho 'Times' 
Bays Geuoral Ignatieff, iu accordance 
with tho treaty, has asked the Grand 
Vizier to explain the attitude of tho 
Porto in regard to Servia. 

Paris, Juno oO. — A 'La Liberte' dis- 
patch from Bolgrade says tliac city is 
placarded with a proclamation in 
which Priuco Milan states that ho puts 
himself at tho head of 110,000 soldiers, 
not breaking bonds connecting him 
with Turkey, but to obtain a special 
administration for Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. 

London, June 30. — A special from 
Bolgrado to tho 'News' says: Bulgaria 
haK issued a declaration of indepen- 
dence. The newspaper Zastavu, the 
organ of tho Hungarian Servians, states 
that tho Servian government has in- 
formed tho troops that Servia is no 
longer a vassal. The dispatch adds 
that at Bolgrado, on Sunday night, the 
Servian primate blessed 70 army ban- 
nors and administered the communion 
to the army bofore commencing the 
campaign. Tho old Turkish flagstaff 
on tho fortress at Bolgrade was de- 
molished amid artillory salutes. 

London, June '30. — W. Rigby won 
tho Abetcroml ie cup in tho riilo match. 

London, Juno 29. — A dispatch from 
Berlin to the Pall Mall (lazelte says faint 
hopes aro still entertained that war be- 
twoeu Turkey and Servia will bo avoided. 
Turkey, while declaring herself fully pre- 
pared, has given assurance that she will 
abstain from offensive acts until compell- 
ed to strike in self defence. 

Vienna, Juno 30— Advices from Cet- 
tinje announeo that a treaty of alliance 
has been ratified between Servia and Mon- 
tenegro aud has been in existence for a 
fortnight. 

London, Juno 30 — A Vienna dispatch 
says Prince Milan will arrive in camp at 
Belgrade early Saturday morning. Sorvia 
has given notice to foreign representa- 
tives at Belgrade of hor intention to placo 
torpedoos in the Danubo if tho Turkish 
gunboats quit Widden. Tho Servian 
army has among its oilieerH 20 Russians 
and 80 Germans, who have held commis- 
sions in tho armies of their respectivo 
countries. 

London, July 1 — A Vienna dispatch 
says notwithstanding Prince Milan's de- 
parture for the front, immediate action 
seems to be dof erred. Dispatches sout 
Thursday to the Servian agent at Con- 
stantinople contained important commu- 
nications for tho Porte. From this it 
would seem that Servia will try negotia- 
tions before appealing to arms. Tho above 
intelligence is confirmatory of a previous 
report that Servia has sent nn ultimatum 
to Turkey. Seven thousand Montenogians 
will co-operate with tho insurgents in 
Herzegovina. A special hospital train 
equipped by the Empress of Russia, has 
arrived at Montenegro. Russian sym- 
pathizers also contributed six months' 
provisions for the army and peoplo of 
Montenegro. Servia has received a loan 
of 12,000,000 francs and donations 
amounting to 50,000 ducats. 

A Berlin dispatch says opinion is grow- 
ing hero that tho war may be localized. 
Confidence iB plocod in tho mutual for- 
bearance of England aud Russia. 

Edward Trickett, champion of Austra- 
lia, defeated Joseph 11. Sadlor, champion 
of England, in a scull race for the cham- 
pionship. 

Liverpool, June 29 — Tho. steamship 
Idaho, which sailed yesterday for New 
York, took out 508 Mormons, mostly 
Swedes and Norwegians, for Salt Lake 
The party iB in charge of 20 Utah mis- 
sionaries.

ttritish Columbian Finances. 

[Toronto Leader.] 
The Opposition journal in British Col- 
umbia takes the Finance Minister severe- 
ly to task for promising to make aBudgot 
speech of ouly eight minutes' duration. 
Without entering at present into the local 
political aspect of tho case, it must be 
confessed that tho lion, gentleman set an 
example that might bo followed in pro- 
vinces to the east of him. Tho involved 
sentences and clumsy calculations that 
wo hear in our Ontario Legislature, and 
also in tho Commons, generally leaves 
tho hearer in tho moat profound doubt 
as to what tho talented financiers moan. 
Indeed tho impression ofton is that they 
do not thoroughly understand tho posi- 
tion of affairs themselves, and have ti.ero- 
ly bad tho figures drawn up for them by 
au auditor and attempt to formulato and 
expound them. So far as tho financiers 
of British Columbia are concerned, it is 
alleged that when the present Adminis- 
tration took office they founl o deficit of 
(50,000, by no means an extravagant sum 
for a young and rising Provinco. This 
was lessened by the Dominion charging 
$10,000 to tho debt account instead of tho 
subsidies. 8150,000 was owing to tho 
Hank, £30,000 was owing to Sir James 
Douglas, in additiou to $1H,H50 to intes- 
tates, on wuich no interest was payable, 
but which was payable ou demand. If 
that demand was made the province could 
not meet it. At the end of tho fiscal year 
debts would bo duo to tho amount of 
8163,000. With deductions duly made, 
I here would remain $383,936, a sum in- 
sufficient to meet demands, and hence tho 
taxation to which we ha o on a previous 
occasion alluded, had to be nrndo, and 
from it $80,000 was expected.
